Don’t  Struggle  « Study

BYU  Psychology  Professor 
Assuming,  to  continue  our  ex- 
pose of  life  behind  the  textbook, 
that  the  student  has  decided  that 
half  a study  is  better  than  no 
!oaf  at  all  (and  that  is  assuming 
a good  deal!)  we  may  proceed 
to  a discussion  of  ways  and 
means.  It  has  been  said  that  the 
students  have  the  ways  and  the 
professors  are  the  means,  but 
this  is  pure  frivolity.  Also  a 
bad'  pun. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  textbook  writers  are  aware 
of  the  facts  of  life,  but  this  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
l-.ook  itself  will  be  worthless. 
Only  expensive. 

Usually  Surprised 
The  average  student  is  usual- 
ly surprised  on  opening  his  text 
(shortly  preceding  final  exams) 
to  find  that  there  is  something- 
there  besides  a dead  silverfish. 
And  while  the  wisdom  distilled 
therein  is  generally  beyond  him, 
the  pictures -may  be  quite  edify-; 
ing.  Even  professors  have  been 
known  to  acquire  new  insights 
from  reading  textbooks.  In  view ; 
' of  this,  it  is  a pity  that  they  do ' 
not  do  so  more  often.  (The* 
i choice  of  the  ambiguity  is ; 
I ours.) 

But.  as  is  the  case  with  park- 


ing in  Rock  Canyon,  there  is  an 
art  to  reading  textbooks  which, 
when  mastered,  will  bring  the 
greatest  returns.  No  student 
should  neglect  acquiring  this 
art.  (We  refer  to  textbook  read- 
ing.) The  average  text  page 
should  not  be  confused  with  a 
ham-sandwich  to  be  devoured  at 
a glance.  The  resulting  mental 
indigestion  often  necessitates 
cathartic  measures  .which  end 
up  in  an  ejection  of  the  material 
from  the  memory  more  rapid 
than  the  ingestion.  The  follow- 
ing line  of  text  may  be  taken  as 
an  example: 

Oh,  Sorry 

“ ‘You  must  return.  I cannot 
eo  on  living  without  you,’  he 
breathed  passionat — .”  We  beg 
your  pardon.  Our  typewriter 
Teems  to  have  acquired  an  af- 
finity for  the  dictating  machine 
next  to  it.  An  interesting  exam- 
ple of  that  magnetic  attraction 
that  one  commonly  finds  be- 
tween the  sexes.  (It  is  a female 
dictating  machine.) 

To  proceed:  “The  synergic 

interaction  of  the  reticular  for- 
mation and  of  the  cortex  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  waking  state 
may  explain  better  than  does 
the  hypothesis  of  a central  hyp- 
oogenic  mechanism  certain 
pharmacological  data,  ^specially

The  average  student,  hypo- 
thetical though  he  may  be,  is 
not  prepared  to  deal  lightly  with 
such  consequential  material  as,' 
may  be  found  in  the  texts  for 
HDFR  160,  Foundation  for  Mar-  j 
riage,  a course  full  of  imponder- 
ables and  subtleties  such  as  the 1 
nature  of  woman,  the  nature  of 
children,  the  nature  of  marriage 
and  timetable  reading  for  quick 
trips  home  to  mother. 

Fortunately,  no  special  intel- ! 
ligence  is  required  for  develop- 
ing abilities  in  favorable  re- j 
•spouse'  to  these  texts — merely  a 
dogged,  patience,  the  tenacity  of  j 
a finance  company,  and  a high ; 
resistance  to  suicidal  impulses.  ! 
But  the  point  is,  the  student 
must  be  prepared  to  dig.  Un- ; 
fortunately,  texts  are  not  de- 
signed to  entertain  except  in 
the  area  of  advanced  calculus. 

Point  No.  2:  It  may  not  be  a' 
treasured  classic,  but  the  page 
that  brings  the  A is  black  and  , 
white  and  read  all  over.

Russian  Satellite  to  Live  Longer 
Than  Soviet  Scientists  First  Thought

MOSCOW — INS — Soviet  scien- ; 
tists  said  Wednesday  it  has  been  i 
found  that  space  200  to  300 , 
miles  above  the  earth  is  much: 
colder  and  “many  times"  less; 
dense  than  hitherto  believed. 

As  a result,  they  said.  Sput-; 
nik-1  should  be  able  to  whirl  in  j 
its  orbit  for  an  “undetermined”! 
period. 

The  Soviet  News  Agency  Tass  : 
said  the  new  information  about 
the  temperatures  and  density 
came  from  a preliminary  analy- 
sis of  the  trajectory  of  the  first 
man-made  moon  which  was 
rocketed  into  space  five  days ; 
ago. 

Prof.  Valerian  Krasovsky  was 
quoted  as  saying:  “Under  such; 
conditions  the  satellite  can  con-  | 
tinue  moving  for  an  undeter- ! 
inined  period.” 

The  speed  of  the  satellite,  j 
which  is  traveling  at  18.000 
miles  an  hour,  is  changing  at 
the  rate  of  three  seconds  every 
24  hours,  according  to  the  Sov- 
iet scientists. 

High  temperatures  and  great- 


er density  would  slow  down  the ; 
satellite.  Such  conditions  would 
begin  to  appear  as  the  satellite 
lost  altitude  and  headed  toward  i 
Earth.  It  would  burn  up,  the  sci-  j 
entists  say,  when  it  his  the  fric-  j 
tion-producing  atmosphere  close; 
to  Earth. 

Krasovsky  said  final  conclus-  • 
ions  about  the  life  of  the  sat-  j 
ellite  could  not  be  reached  for ! 
several  months,  after  careful j 
study  of  the  coded  signals  sent; 
back  by  its  radio  transmitters; 
and  coordination  of  ground  re-  j 
ports. 

Khrushchev  said  in  an  inter-  j 
view  in  Moscow  that  Russia  had  !
